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Governor Proposes Ecology Laws 
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Senate OKs Hike 
Of Social Security 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
unanimous Senate approval un­ 
der 
their 
belt, 
congressional 
leaders are pushing to get a $5- 
billion Social Security increase 
onto President Nixon’s desk by 
Tuesday. 
That schedule would boost So­ 
cial Security checks of 26 mil­ 
lion Americans by 10 to 56 per 
cent, effective last Jan. 1. The 
increases 
would show up in 
checks mailed the first of June. 
By an 82-0 vote, the Senate 
Friday adopted an amendment 
raising benefits and Social Se­ 
curity taxes on employes and 
employers. The Social Security 
provisions were tacked onto an 
unrelated 
House-passed 
bill 


raising the national-debt limit. 
Sponsors said they will try to 
arrange a Senate-House confer­ 
ence on the measure for Mon­ 
day afternoon, work out a quick 
compromise and then get the fi­ 
nal version through both houses 
the next day. 
The House is considered cer­ 
tain to accept the 10-per-cent 
increase voted by the Senate. 
But, based on past experience, 
it is expected to reject the $100 
minimum monthly payment for 
an 
individual 
which 
would 
mean a much bigger boost for 
those at the bottom of the 
scale. The present minimum is 
$6 4.

3 Boys Are Held For 
Junior High Break- In 


Three 
Junior 
High 
School 
boys were taken into custody 
by police Friday after admit­ 
ting they broke into classrooms 
and offices Thursday, stealing 
$6 6 in cash and causing an un­ 
determined amount of damage 
to the building and equipment. 
Police said the three boys, 
two 13 and the other 14, enter­ 
ed the locked classrooms in a 
45-minute period Thursday aft­ 
ernoon after being kept after 
school for detention. Two of the 
three returned to play basket­ 
ball at an outdoor court about 
6 p.m. and apparently broke 
into the second floor offices of 
School Supt. Robert Pond and 
the offices of Principal Sam 
Pridon and Tom Cope, assistant 
principal, on the third floor. 
Officers said the three boys 
were required to remain for 
detention after school was dis­ 
missed at 2:50 p.m. Thursday. 
They admitted using a large 
screw driver to get into some 
seven classrooms, hunting mon­ 
ey collected from the sale of 
student pictures. 
The two 13-year-olds returned 
to play basketball about 6 p.m. 
and apparently broke into the 
offices then, the officers con­ 
tinued. Although it has no been 
determined exactly how they en­ 
tered the building, police said 
the boys claimed “ entry was 
easy” because they were aware 
of a couple of windows that are 
never locked. 
The youths tried to pry open 
the door into the principal’s of­ 
fice but were unable to get in so 


they went to another door, broke 
a window and unlocked the door 
after which they pried open a 
locked file cabinet and desk and 
forced open a small key cabinet 
in a closet. 
Leaving the outer office, the 
boys went into the pnvate of­ 
fices of Pridon and Cope. They 
ransacked Cope’s unlocked desk 
and pried open a small “ safe” 
cabinet in Pridon’s office and 
then went to the superinten­ 
dent’s 
office 
on 
the 
second 
floor. 
They ransacked the outer of­ 
fice, broke a dial of an office 
safe, tore a wood strip off the 
wall and broke a glass partition. 
They also tried to pry open the 
locked doors to a copy machine, 
police reported. 


also is ready to accept the Sen­ 
ate’s method of paying for the 
higher benefits. 
This would raise the taxable

The Senate bill contains two 
other liberalizations of Social 
Security. 
One would boost by 5 per 
cent special payments to a lim­ 
ited group of 6 00,000 persons 72 
and over who do not qualify for 
regular Social Security bene­ 
fits. 
The other would allow per­ 
sons retired under Social Secur­ 
ity to earn up to $2,400 a year 
without loss of any benefits. 
The ceiling now is $1,6 80. 


The bill to which the Social 
Security provisions are attached 
would raise the national debt 
limit to $430 billion, an all-time 
record and $35 bilHon above the 
present ceiling. 
The administration has said 
it needs this increase by Tues­ 
day to avoid embarrassment to 
the Treasury in meeting gov­ 
ernment obligations.

every 
student entering a publicly-sup­ 
ported university would be re­ 
quired to sign an agreement to 
repay his state subsidy, which 
is about $3,000 for four years. 
The governor said the plan 
“ takes into account his 
(the 
student) ability to pay as that 
ability increases over the years 
following his graduation.” 
Payments, 
he 
said, 
would 
start after the person leaves 
school and after his annual in­ 
come reaches $7,000. Then, the 
governor 
said, 
the 
persons 
would be required to pay $50 a 
year. The amount would 
in­ 
crease as his income increased 
to a maximum of $1,000 a year 
on an annual salary of $100,- 
000. 
“ The advantages to the peo­ 
ple are obvious,” Gilligan said. 
“ By placing the burden on those 
who use our higher education 
facilities, 
we 
make sure 
we 
have the money to maintain 
high standards of excellence at 
our public colleges and univer­ 
sities.” 
He said his program would 
also aid in slowing the rapid 
rise in tuition rates.

would save the taxpayers $5 bil­ 
lion over the next 30 years.

Package Would 
Be Amendment 
To Constitution 


Gilligan W ants 
Power of State 


For Preservation 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Gov. John J. Gilligan announc­ 
ed Friday a package of legisla­ 
tion he will seek and adminis­ 
trative actions he will take in 
an effort to “ stop the rape of 
our environment.” 
Gilligan told newsmen he in­ 
tends to place the power of state 
government “ squarely on the 
side of preservation of our pre­ 
cious national resources.” 
The legislative package pro­ 
poses an environmental bill of 
rights amendment to the state 
constituton and tougher laws re­ 
stricting pollution of the air and 
water. 
The amendment, to be intro­ 
duced by Sens. Douglas Apple­ 
gate, 
D-30 Steubenville, 
and 
Ralph Regula, 
R-29 Navarre, 
would enable any citizen who 
felt threatened by environmen­ 
tal damage to seek injunctive 
relief in the courts when gov­ 
ernmental agencies failed to act. 
Other legislation proposed by 
the governor would: 
— Ban dumping of nearly all 
phosphates, lead and mercury 
into the waters of Ohio. 
— Make it unlawful to in. 
crease the temperature of a 
body of water by more than one 
degree above normal water tem­ 
perature. 
— Give the state power to reg­ 
ulate the location, construction 
and operation of all nuclear fa­ 
cilities within the state. 
— Prohibit local governments 
from establishing air quality 
standards lower than any feder­ 
al or state standards. 
— Establish a state flood 
plain management system. 
Gilligan said he also supports 
a bill introduced by Sen. Mich­ 
ael J. Maloney, R-7 Cincinnati, 
tvhich would give the state power 
to deal with local governments 
and private parties in enforcing 
state v/ater quality standards. 
The 
governor 
indicated 
he 
would seek additional provisions 
to permit the state to construct 
and operate 
needed 
pollution 
control facilities. The cost would 
be charged to the municipality 
or industry that symied attacks 
on pollution problems.

What is clear is that altho ugh 
the abo litio nist Wo men’s Chris­ 
tian Temperance Unio n is still 
aliv e and crusading at 9 0 and 
the Pro hibitio nist party has run 
a candidate in ev ery presiden­ 
tial electio n since lb80, the al­ 
co ho l ex tremists hav e lo ng since 
seen better day s. 
In their place the great Amer­ 
ican traditio n o f co mpro mise 
has bro ught mo derate o rganiza­ 
tio ns that seek no t to pro hibit 
alco ho l, but to eradicate alco ­ 
ho lism. 
Dr. Luther Clo ud, president 
o f the 27 -y ear-o ld Natio nal Co un­ 
cil o n Alco ho lism, ex plains the 
distinctio n between drinking al­ 
co ho l and being an alco ho lic: 
“ Yo u can use alco ho l so cially 
as a bev erage witho ut being in 
any tro uble. The pro blem co mes 
when y o u use it as a drug, 
when y o u say to y o urself, *1 
can’t face my jo b in the mo rn­ 
ing o r the o ld battleax at night 
witho ut a drink.’ ” 
The NCA’s credo do esn’t ev en 
hint at any need fo r banning 
alco ho l, specify ing o nly that: 
“ Alco ho lism is a disease and 
the alco ho lic is a sick perso n; 
“ Hie alco ho lic can be helped 
and is wo rth helping; 
“ Alco ho lism is a public health 
problem and therefore a public 


respo nsibility .” 
Changing public attitudes to ­ 
ward alco ho lism is the task fac­ 
ing NCA and similar o rganiza­ 
tio ns and is a mo numental o ne 
that will require so me psy cho - 
so cio lo gical 
sleight-o f-hand 
to 
acco mplish because o f the mo r 
alizing the issue inspires. 
“ We do n’t stigmatize so me­ 
o ne who has a disfigurement o r 
cancer these day s,” Clo ud say s. 
“ We do n’t decide so meo ne is a 
bad perso n because he had dia­ 
betes. We sho uldn’t say so me­ 
o ne is bad because he is an al­ 
co ho lic.” 
(NEXT: Alco ho lism and the 
Future.)

Mo st significant change in the current pro po sal 
is that it suggests a unilateral Israeli withdrawal. 
So far as the Egy ptians are co ncerned, the rub 
is that the pro po sal—if made—will be fo r a partial 
withdrawal rather than a return to 19 6 7 prewar bo r­ 
ders as they hav e been asking. 
Arabs hav e been insisting that to tal withdrawal 
o f Israeli tro o ps must co me befo re peace nego tia­ 
tio ns can begin. 
A partial withdrawal 
pro po sitio n fro m 
Israel! 
wo uld be a test o f the rigidity o f this Arab po sitio n. 
A statement to parliament by Mr. 
Day an o n 
Tuesday giv es an idea abo ut the alternativ e to a 
partial withdrawal pro gram. 


THE DEFENSE CHIEF to ld parliament mem­ 
bers he “ prefers Sharm el-Sheik witho ut peace to 
peace witho ut Sharm el-Sheik.” 
An Israeli initiativ e based o n an unilateral thin- 
o ut o f tro o ps may well receiv e a blanket rejectio n 
fro m Egy pt. But the effo rt has to be made. At the 
mo ment, it is the best ho pe o f av o iding sho o ting o r 
an indefinite co ld war. 
The sho o ting may co me later any way but fo r no w 
all po ssible effo rts sho uld be directed at finding 
eno ugh middle gro und to build a path to nego tia­ 
tio ns. 


Canadian Pipeline Proposal 


Hie battle between pro po nents and o ppo nents o f 
the trans-Atlantic o il pipeline has been go ing o n fo r 
so me time witho ut reso lutio n. 
Hie prime o bjectio ns to the pro ject hav e been 
raised by co nserv atio nists and env iro nmentalists 
who fear adv erse effects to the eco lo gy o f tho se 
areas o f Alaska where the pipeline wo uld be co n­ 
structed. 
While the general public has been watching, with 
mix ed degrees o f interest, fo r a final decisio n to be 
made, Canada has entered the picture by suggest­ 
ing that the co ntro v ersial pipeline be laid acro ss 
the No rthwest Territo ries and prairie pro v inces in­ 
stead o f o n a no rth-so uth ax is thro ugh Alaska. 


THE CANADIAN GOVERNMENT co ntends the 
pro jected ro ute thro ugh its territo ry wo uld be bo th 
cheaper and safer fro m an env iro nmental stand­ 
po int. It still wo uld be a multimillio n do llar pro ­ 
ject but the Canadians believ e it wo uld giv e a big 
bo o st to the dev elo pment o f the No rthwest Terri­ 
to ries. Much o f the line wo uld parallel the mighty 
Mackenzie Riv er. 
Hie o fficials in Ottawa, lo o king ahead ho pefully 
to the po ssible disco v ery o f o il in the Mackenzie 
delta, wo uld be assured o f access to the o il mar­ 
kets if the pipeline were laid alo ng the riv er ro ute. 
Assuming co ntinued peace between the United 
States and Canada, the ro ute thro ugh Canada wo uld 
surely be safer than the Alaskan ro ute which relies 


o n ships to get the o il mo re than half o f the way 
to the “ lo wer 48 .” 
In the unlikely ev ent o f tro uble between the two 
go v ernments at so me future date, the Canadians 
co uld cut o ff the flo w o f o il to the United States. 
But in v iew o f the lo ng histo ry o f friendly relatio ns 
between the two co untries it seems mo st unlikely 
that such a co ntingency wo uld arise. 
It wo uld seem mo re pro bable that the two co un­ 
tries wo uld mo v e clo ser to jo int management o f 
their o il, natural gas, co al, uranium and electric 
po wer reso urces. 
Hiis co uld ex pand the already ex tensiv e eco no m­ 
ic bo nds that tie them to gether. 
Repo rts indicate that o il men are div ided as to 
which ro ute wo uld be safer fro m an env iro nmental 
standpo int. 


BUT THE CANADIAN go v ernment 
apparently 
has decided it definitely wan s the pipeline o n its 
territo ry and is pressing Washingto n to agree to 
such an arrangement. 
Hie Nix o n administratio n repo rtedly has asked 
fo r a mo re co ncrete pro po sal which it has pro mised 
to study befo re making a final decisio n o n the Al­ 
aska ro ute. 
It well may be a further o ppo rtunity to demo n­ 
strate to the wo rld ho w two natio ns can wo rk to ­ 
gether harmo nio usly in the dev elo pment o ? co m­ 
mo n interests and fo r the adv antage o f bo th. 


Putting Politics First 


Sen. Geo rge McGo v ern, So uth Dako ta Demo crat 
try ing to crank up a po litical campaign fo r the 
presidency in additio n to rally ing antiwar fo rces, 
has attacked the Federal Bureau o f Inv estigatio n 
by calling fo r a co ngressio nal inv estigatio n o f its 
administratio n. 
We do ubt v ery much that the senato r will be able 
to discredit the bureau o r its directo r, J . Edgar 
Ho o v er. Fo r thro ugh the y ears they hav e establish­ 
ed an env iable reco rd o f high perfo rmance. 
Unlike so me o ther agencies o f the federal go v ­ 
ernment, its reputatio n fo r efficiency and integrity 
has go ne unscathed. 
Who can recall any glaring scandal, ex po se o r 
breakdo wn o f functio n with respect to the FBI? 
Sen. McGo v ern’s criticism o f the bureau’s leader­ 
ship has pro v o ked a flo o d o f angry letters fro m 
higher-echelo n o fficers o f the FBI who ro se to the 


defense o f their bureau and its chief. 
It can be co ntended that this is to be ex pected 
because they , themselv es, 
indirectly 
arc 
being 
criticized. It might also be suggested that Mr. Ho o ­ 
v er “ hinted” it wo uld be a go o d idea fo r them to 
write to Sen. McGo v ern. 


Or it co uld be that these men are righto usly in­ 
dignant at what they co nsider unfair and unjust 
criticism by a man striv ing desperately to make 
po ints po litically . We are inclined to cho o se this 
last po ssibility . 


The lamentable fact abo ut this ty pe o f po liticking 
is that ittends to damage the faith o f so me Amer­ 
icans in their mo st trusted and respected institutio ns 
And fo r what—the fleeting appro batio n o f so ught- 
after po litical suppo rters? 


Sen. McGo v ern is s irring the po t o f negativ ism. 
This may appeal to the natio n’s dissidents but it 
leav es the mo re po sitiv e v o ters co ld.

Lindsay . 
“ Ten y ears ago there were 
o nly 4,506 . By 19 6 0 the demand 
fo r speeches by Ro tary clubs 
alo ne will be 23,8 9 7. Ev en with 
a new cro p o f po liticians, radi­ 
cal students and Wo men’s Lib 
activ ists, it will be impo ssible 
to supply o ne quarter o f the 
requests fo r speakers 
in 
10 
y ears fro m no w.” 


I asked S.J . ho w he ex plain­ 
ed the escalating demand fo r 
speakers. 
“ This is a co untry that thriv es 
o n meetings. Three Americans 
can’t hav e breakfast, lunch o r 
dinner to gteher witho ut bo o king 
a speaker to address them. We 
are ho lding mo re co nv entio ns, 
mo re pro test meetings and mo re 
fund-raising ev ents 
than 
any 
time in o ur histo ry . 
Peo ple 
hav e no so lutio ns to any o f the 
pro blems we face so they de­ 
man suppo sed ex perts to so lv e 
their pro blems fo r them. 


“ UNFORTUNATELY 
THE 
mo re co mplicated o ur pro blems 
beco me, the mo re meetings we 
ho ld and the less ex perts we 
hav e to go aro und. 
“ Fo r ex ample, in any giv en 
night in this co untry there are 
5,6 79 
Republican 
fund-raising 
dinners go ing o n. At the same 
time there is o nly o ne Spiro 
Agnew. Ev ery o ne 
kno ws 
y o u 
can spread Spiro Agnew just so 
far.” 
“ But surely there must be a 
lo t o f new speakers co ming up 
to fill the needs o f the co untry ,” 
I pro tested. 
“ That’s just the po int. The 
y o unger generatio n which 
we 
were co unting o n to help o ut 
can’t talk.” 
“ What do y o u mean they 
can’t talk?” 
“ The new 
generatio n 
can’t 
v erbalize. They ’v e been listen­ 
ing to ro ck music since they 


were bo rn and watching tele­ 
v isio n since they were 3, and 
it’s impo ssible fo r them to co m­ 
pete a sentence, much less de­ 
liv er a spee.h. The reaso n so 
many o f y o ur radical students 
use fo ur-letter wo rds these day s 
is that they do n’t kno w the co r­ 
rect wo rd to use in ex o ressing 
a tho ught.” 


“ BUT SURELY THE go v ern­ 
ment can supply speakers to 
prev ent this catastro phe,” 
I 
said. 
S. J . sho o k his head. “ Un­ 
fo rtunately no o ne believ es any ­ 
thing any o ne in the go v ernment 
say s these day s. 
They 
wo n’t 
ev en bo o k so meo ne fro m the 
go v ernment fo r pray er break­ 
fasts any mo re.” 
I to ld S.J ., 
“ Yo u 
paint 
a 
bleak picture.” 
“ It’s ev en wo rse than I hav e 
painted it,” he said. “ Because 
o f the eco no mic squeeze the 
netwo rks are replacing mo re 
and mo re o f their entertain­ 
ment pro grams with talk sho ws. 
Ev ery speaker in this co untry 
will so o n be bo o ked fo r tele­ 
v isio n to plug his bo o k and will 
be unable to take any speaking 
dates.” 
“ What can we do to stem the 
tide?”

The President and his special 
aides, facing a po ssible o v er­ 
heated summer, take an A1

ing questio n. It’s wo rth lo o king 
At the reco rd. 
There has been

alchemy fo r instant go ld in ev ­ 
ery ghetto .

o rd. There is a go ld flo w in the 
hundreds o f millio ns o f do llars; 
there 
are far fewer 
hungry 
children; lo ts* mo re 
ho using; 
far mo re infighting to get black 
wo rkers into high-pay ing skilled 
co nstructio n 
wo rkers 
unio ns; 
mo re black banks, mo re black 
businessmen, mo re black build­ 
ing 
co ntracto rs; 
mo re 
black 
co llege students. 
Attempts at pro fo undity can 
be co unterpro ductiv e, especial­ 
ly amo ng us amateurs. Lo o k fo r 
a mo ment at the unto ld sto ry o f 
the special White Ho use task 
fo rces which hav e hit this na­ 
tio n’s to bacco ro ads. 
These are small teams, o rgan­ 
ized by Ro bert Bro wn, special 
assistant to the President. Fo r 
almo st two y ears no w they hav e 
go ne into the backro ad co mmu­ 
nities in the So uth, in Appa­ 
lachia, in Illino is, 
and 
West 
Virginia — wherev er there are 
small to wns, heav ily po pulated 
by the po o r, almo st o ut o f the 
mo ney eco no my , missed by all 
the pro grams and unno ted by 
the prev io us po v erty fighters. 
In these “ co mmunities” ex ist 
any where fro m 10,000 to 15,000 
fo lk, o ften hungry , jo bless and 
almo st alway s 
ho peless. 
But 
so me 20 o f the 
to wns hav e 
been v isited by Bo b Bro wn’s 
teams — made up o f special­ 
ists fro m the Agriculture De­ 
partment's fo o d sectio n, fro m 
Ho using 
and 
Urban Dev elo p- 
ir nt (HUD) fro m the Depart- 
mc:i; o f Health, Educatio n and 
Welfare (HEW) and the Labo r 
Department. 


« WE WENT INTO Ro o sev elt 


City (sic),” say s Mr. Bro wn, 
“ and fo und 10,000 black peo ­ 
ple. They had no recreatio nal 
facilities and let’s no t talk o f 
the sewage. And we went into 
Ho bso n City , Ala. We fo und no 
clean drinking water. Well, in 
the first to wn we go t 
them 
grants fo r their needs in less 
Sian 10 day s. In Ho bso n we go t 
them drinking water facilities, 
and a lo t mo re, in 30 day s. 
“ J ust lo o k at a to wn called 
Rcbbins, 111. They had the same 
pro blems there — sewers, 
no 
jo bs, ho pelessness. We went in. 
We go t them a grant fo r 200 
jo bs. We go t them a $2 millio n 
lo an back-up and they ’re no w 
wo rking o n water and sewage 
installatio n.” 
Po int is that $50 millio n can 
be put into so me central city 
and there’ll be no thing fo r fiv e 
y ears. But no w put $10,000 to 
$50,000 into so me small co mmu­ 
nity and y o u get results — in 
human v alues — as well as 
sewer so cio lo gy in a mo nth. 
There’s still lo ts o f ro t o ut o n 
tho se to bacco ro ads o f Appala­ 
chia, say s Mr. Bro wn. But at 
least there’s less o f it. And there 
will be less and less. 
There are o ther fro nts — jo bs, 
fo r ex ample. Virtually unno tic­ 
ed o n March 1, the Philadelphia 
Plan 
w as 
rev isited. 
J ames 
Ho dgso n’s 
Labo r 
Department 
ruled that any federal co ntrac­ 
to r hav ing priv ate co nstructio n 
wo rk in the area — meaning 
Philadelphia o r any o ne o f the 
100 cities in which a black jo b 
go al and timetable fo r abso rp­ 
tio n is set — must go o ut and 
find black wo rkers fo r his pri­ 
v ate enterprise as well as fo r 
tho se which get federal do llars. 


THIS MEANS THAT in 100 
cities — and mo re so o n — a 
co ntracto r co nstructing an air­ 
craft carrier at o ne end o f the 
do ck, and a shiny pizza pie 


o v en in a plant at the o ther 
end, must go o ut and affirma­ 


tiv ely hire black wo rkers 
fo r 
bo th pro jects. This co ncept is 
rev o lutio nary tho ugh its impact 
hasn’t y et been felt. 
Furthermo re, o n an o t h e r 
fro nt — the wo rk fro nt — there 
are quo tas, a wo rd which pains 
the White Ho use and the Labo r 
Department, o r go als, which is 
mo re euphemistic. 
There 
are 
definite numbers o f jo bs and 
v ery definitiv e timetables 
set 
fo r putting blacks to wo rk in 
priv ate industry . Also the La­ 
bo r Department is mo v ing to ­ 
wards taking o v er full co ntro l 
o f apprentice pro grams and o n- 
the-jo b training — which means 
the go v ernment will no t need 
permissio n o f the unio ns to cut 
the length o f the training o r in­ 
crease the number o f blacks and 
o ther mino rities in the pipeline. 
Furthermo re, the go v ernment 
has increased by 1,300 per cent 
the placement o f pro curement 
co ntracts with black firms. The 
do llar v alue is up fro m $7.6 mil­ 
lio n to $37.4 millio n. There no w 
is $10 0 
millio n flo wing into 
black banks. Mo re blacks are 
in high-lev el po sitio ns inside the 
go v ernment than 
ev er befo re 
despite the resignatio n o f the 
elo quent J im Farmer. 
And to pick at rando m fro m 
the White Ho use reco rd—in May 
19 6 9 , fo o d fo r the needy reached 
6 .9 millio n o f o ur hungry and 
wretched. To day relief do es get 
to 12.3 millio n. Early in 19 6 9 , 
there were mo re than 400 co un­ 
ties witho ut fo o d stamps 
o r 
co mmo dity 
pro grams. 
No w 
there are o nly 10 such co unties 
in America. 
Certainly there’s a fight to be 
made. But let it be fo ught fo r 
the hungry , the ill - ho used and 
ill-clo thed.

The theo ry behind these ex ­ 
periments is simple. A man is 
(it’s ho ped) less likely to co m­ 
mit crime if he has a stake in 
so ciety . 
As o ne member o f the Naw 
Yo rk staff puts it: 
‘‘The singie, mo st impo rtant 
claim we can m ake.. .is that wa 
giv e so me few peo ple a cho ice 
which because o f the co lo r o f 
their skin, their ethnic back­ 
gro und, 
the 
neighbo rho o d 
in 
which they grew up, the scho o ls 
they attended, their family sit­ 
uatio n, their eco no mic status— 
because o f all these reaso ns— 
o ppo rtunities hav e been denied 
them. It is a cho ice they hav e 
nev er had befo re. The relativ e 
merits o f that cho ice can be an- 
gued amo ng tho se who hav e had 
it. But it has been o ur ex pe­ 
rience that fo r many who hav e 
nev er had it, it is still v ery 
much in demand.” 


THE CHOICE THIS pro ject 
wo rker is talking abo ut is thi 
chance to cho o se a jo b and to 
stake o ut a place in his co m­ 
munity instead o f a life o f 
crime. 
It is the thesis o f men in the 
pro gram this repo rter has talk­ 
ed to that so me lawbreakers 
hav e no t had this cho ice. They 
hav e seen crime as the o nly 
do o r o pen. 
Thus far, also , the ex periment­ 
ers hav e shied away fro m at­ 
tempting to handle in these pro ­ 
grams, men 
and wo men o n 
drugs, 
alco ho lics, 
pro stitutes, 
gamblers, tho se accused o f hein­ 
o us crimes and o ther ty pes they 
feel wo uld no t respo nd to the 
wo rk-self-respect techniques. 
Fo r the abo v e reaso n, no o ne 
wo rking o n the pro gram sees it 
as the way to handle all law­ 
breakers. 
But with so me lo cal surv ey s 
indicating that repeaters may 
acco unt fo r 33 to 6 6 per cent o f 
to day ’s crime, ev en a partial so ­ 
lutio n can be a majo r step fo r­ 
ward.

Co unty Ho me Co st 
$7 .7 0 Per Perso n 
LISBON — The average dai­ 
ly cost for each resident at the 
Columbiana County Home last 
year was $7.70, according to the 
1970 report filed by Supt. Jo­ 
seph Mattevi. 
He said the gross per capita 
cost was $5.56 daily in the home 
section of the institution and 
$9 .84 in the medical or nursing 
unit. 
The home had 117 residents 
and patients on Jan. 1, 1970, 
and admitted 54 persons during 
the year. Thirty-five residents 
died last year and 11 others 
were released. The County Home 
population was 125 on Dec. 31. 
An analysis of the year-end 
population shows there were 67 
men and 58 women, 122 white 
and three non-white. Eighty- 
two of the residents were in the 
21-to-64 age group, 42 over 65, 
and one under 21. 
Home expenses totaled $278,- 
893.
